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In presenting a new Spelling Book to a community whose 
favour has already been claimed by too many works of the 
kind, it may not be amiss for the author briefly to state 
what he considers the defects of other Spelling Books, and 
the peculiar advantages of his own. 

In the first place, then, it has been the practice to fiU 
Spelling Books with matter as out of place there as a lesson 
of orthography would be in a. 4th of July oration ! Not 
contented with interspersing reading lessons, which have 
no bearing upon the preceding spelling lessons, it is not 
unusual to see an abridgement of grammar, or arithmetic, 
or both, inserted. This may have been necessary when the 
Bible and Spelling Book were the only library of seven 
eighths of our New-Engiand families ; but it is no longer so,, 
and the almost infinite variety of reading book^ adapted to 
the capacities of children, and more perfect than tlw scanty 
lessons of any Spelling Book can pretend to be, aiiWdzes 
us,. as society advances, to separata the branches of study. 
Blocution is more intimately connected with reading than 
reading is with erthography, but the advanced state of in* 
struction in this community has already said that reading 
books must not be encumbered with rhetorical rules. It is 
time that the same judgement be pronounced upon the ex* 
traneous matter in our Spelling Books 
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In the second place, our most popular Spelling Books 
have entirely mistaken the capacities of children, by ex- 
pecting too much and too little firom them. To guard the 
child against any mistake in pronunciation, our Spelling 
Books have been filled with marks, accents, and figures, to 
denote the pronunciation of every word, however simple. 
By thus affixing marks to ivords, which the intercourse of 
children in society and their necessary use of language 
would prevent their ever pronouncing wrong, (and more 
than half the words of our language are of this description,) 
the capacity of the child is underrated, while it is puzzled 
about what before was perfectly plain. 

On the other hand, the firee use of an^ system for noting 
the pronunciation of words in a Spelling Book, if made in 
the expectation of its being used hy children, is made in 
vain, and the capacity of the child is overrated. Few per- 
sons have had a better opportunity than the au^or of this 
Spelling Book to test the truth of this opinion. An inti- 
mate acquaintance with the schools of Boston, from the 
primary to the highest, as a pupil, teacher, and overseer; 
the opinion of every candid instructor with whom ho is 
acquainted ; a <iareful study of every Spelling Book from 
that of Dr. Watts to that of Mr. Emerson ; and the actual 
use of the most popular in his own school, where the al- 
phabet, as well as the higher branches, is taught; Xheae 
circumstances have satisfied him tiiat no very young chil- 
dren, and very few, if any, of any age, can understand or 
make use of aiiy system for marking the pronunciation. 

But the qse of such a system might be tolerated in a 
Spelling Book for the benefit which many instructors might 
^ecrre firom it, were it not productive of the most serious 
' evil. Relying upon this supposed power of marking every 
sound, the authors of Spelling Books have paid littie or no 
attention to the proper classification of words, and, conse- 
quently, the aid of association, on which, more than on 
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any thing else, children depend for the acquisition and re- 
tention of every kind of knowledge, is lost. The words in 
such books are carelessly thrown into a heap, with a mark 
upon their backs ; and it is not uncommon to meet with 
words having fifly or sixty different characteristics in the 
sa^ne table or lesson. 

In this Spelling Book the words are so classed in regard 
to sound, or some prominent characteristic, that no marks 
or figures are needed, and even the acute accent is seldom 
used. In this way all words that resemble each other are 
brought together ; and once going through the book will 
enable a person to find any word as quick as in a dictionary. 
It is astonishing how the number of anomalous and difficult 
words appears to be diminished by the simple effect of clas- 
sification. 

The vocabulary is believed to be as copious as that of 
any other Spellkg Book, with the exception of proper 
names, of which such only have been inserted here as pre- 
sent any difficulty, and are not of rare occurrence. It is 
possible that by the omission of all 'pronunciation marks, 
and unusual proper names, this vocabulary has been made 
more copious, as it b helieved to be more select, than 9,nj 
other. 

In arranging the classes^ regard has been had to the num- 
ber of syllables in the words they contain, and to the diffi* 
culty of spelling them. The easiest come first, and are a 
suitable introduction to the classes which succeed them : 
indeed, the toord* of every cIsm are as carefully arranged 
as the classes themselves. 

In dividing the words into syllables, such a division has 
been attempted as will most naturally lead the ehUd, who 
studies the lesson before he recites it, to a correct pronun* 
ciation. There sra some difficulties in pursuing this pL" 
1* 
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but thejr are fewer than must be encountered upon every 
other. 

In the spelling of words, Johnson has been followed in 
all respects, except that the u has been omitted in such 
words as erraur and horrouTy and the final k in such words 
as pamcky froUcky &c. In pronunciation, Walker has been 
followed, except in regard to a few words, most of which 
are pronounced in this country as he wished they were in 
his own, such as clerky yes, which he pronounces clark, yiss. 

The author is aware that there may be a difference of 
opinion in regard to the omission of judicious Reading 
Lessons, (if there be any of this description,) in Spelling 
Books for the use of children just beginning to read, but he 
thinks there can be no doubt as to the propriety of omitting 
them in Spelling Books designed for the higher classes in 
our schools, where, of course, they are never read, and only 
enhance the price of the book. 

The author submits the book as the result of his experi- 
ence and observation, relying upon that fiivour which a 
discriminating public should always show to attempts at 
improvement.
